WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP)— 
The Communist party of the 
United States was indicted by a 
federal grand jury today on 
charges of failing to register 
with the Government as a Soviet- 
controlled organization. 


ttorney ‘General Robert F. 
Kennedy announced the 12-count 
indictment moments after it was 
returned in United States Dis- 
trict Court here. 

Moving swiftly after the 
age of the midnight Thursday 
deadline for registration by 
party officers, the grand jury ac- 
cused the party itself of violating 
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the Subversive Activities Control 


Act of 1950. 


The deadline for registration | 


by the party—as distinguished 
from its officers—had passed on 
Nov. 20. 
The Department 
however, decided 
after the officers’ 
fore taking action 
party. 
A Third Deadline. 


There is st#l a third deadline 
—Dec. 20—for registration by in- 
dividual party members. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
Jation is a $10,000 fine for each 
day the party fails to register, 
identify its officers, and give the 
Government the details of its 
financial operations. 

The same penalty—plus five 
years in prison—is provided for 
each day of violation by an in- 
dividual. 

A letter of authorization for 
setting up a grand jury for the 
investigation was filed late yes- 
terday, a few hours before the 
deadline for the officers.

IN: AIR FROM U.S. 
BLAST IN TUNNEL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP)— 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
says some radioactivity was re- 
leased into the atnmposphere by 
one of its underground nucl2ar 
blasts. The amount was de- 
scribed as slight. 


The explosion was set off at 


the Nevada test site Sept. 15. A 
«short time later, the commission 
said, ‘there was a brief release 
‘of steam from the tunnel mouth, 
following which low levels of 


the vicinity of the test site.” 

The AEC continued: “It has 
been estimated that the amount 
of radioactive material that will 
ultimately be deposited off-site 
from this low yield underground 
test is less than one-hundred- 
thousandth of that resulting from 
an equivalent low-level atmos- 
pheric test.’’

ON CHARGES OF FAILING TO URGES CRIMINAL 


PRUSECHITION OF 
GAS PIPELINE GO. - 


Accuses Officials and 
Directors of Missis- 
sippi River Fuel — 
Says Capacity Was 
Raised Without OK.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 A 
Federal Power Commission ex- 
aminer recommended today that 
criminal proceedings be insti- 
tuted against Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. of St. Louis and its 
officers and directors for alleged 
violation of the Natural Gas Act 
Examiner Francis L. Hall said 
the pipeline company had _in- 
creased the capacity of its sys- 
tem without obtaining FPC ap- 
proval, as required under the 

1 1938 Act

Mississippi's annual report to 
the FPC for 1960 lists the follow-

At that 
time, he said, Mississippi River 
Fuel started boosting the capac- 
ity Of its two pipelines without 
certificate authorizaion by the 
power commission. 

Hall’s recommendation was be- 
lieved to be the first by any 
FPC examiner urging criminal 
prosecution of any pipeline com- 
pany arid its officers and direc- 
tors for violation of the Natural 
Gas Act. A commission spokes- 
man told the Post-Dispatch he 
did not know of any previous 
instance in which the FPC had 
recommended criminal action. 
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The examiner's decision rec- 
ommended that: ‘‘the record in 
this consolidated proceeding be 
referred to the attorney general 
of the United States with a re- 
quest that criminal proceedings 
be instituted against Mississippi 
and its officers and directors, 
under Sections 20 and 21 of the 
ct, for violation of the certifi- 
cate provistons of the act .and 
the commission’s rule pertaming 
thereto.” 

Hall said evidence shaqwed 
that Mississippi's two pipelines 
have a daily capacity of at least 
534,000,000 cubic feet of natural 
gas. The capacity authorized by 
the commission is only 467,000,- 
000 cubic feet a day, he added. 


He quoted Mississippi's officers 


as acknowledging a daily Ca- 
pacity of 524,000,000 cubic feet.

must face with us the job of

Rostow said the efforts of the 
Communists to impose their sys- 
tem on other people through ag- 
gression and subversion would 
be countered everywhere ‘“‘until 
they are satisfied that the free 
world has learned to cope with 
their new-~- technique of local 
wars.” 

Rostow, White House special 
assistant Arthur Schlesinger Jr. 
and foreign aid~ administrator 
Fowler Hamilton spoke at a con- 
ference on _ international eco- 
nomic and social development, 
a meeting of non-governmental 
groups supporting the foreign 
aid pre gram. 

Another speaker, Secretary of 
the Treasury €. Douglas Dillon, 
reminded Latin America that al- 
though. the United States would 
be a partner in building the 
progress of the hemisphere, 
do not intend, and in fact we 
cannot, carry the whole load.’’ 

Dillon said, ‘‘The hope of the 
hemisphere can be betrayed, if 
we assume that the ‘Alliance for 
Progress is no more than a Joan 
program.’

Here by Lambasting Eisenhower 


Former President Harry S$ 
Truman entertained Demo- 
cratic .audience here last night 
by lambasting Republican 
Administration of Dwigat D 
Eisenhower for leaving the Unit 
ed States Government in ‘‘the 
worst mess.since the days ol 
U. S. Grant and Harding.”’ 

Honored guest at a $100-a-plate 
fund-raising dinner sponsored by 
the St. Bouis County Democratic 
Committee, Truman charged the 
G.O.P. with attempting to give 
away the nation’s national re- 
sources and atomic power to 
the ‘special interests,’’ and de- 
clared the Eisensower - Nixon 
Administration exalted ‘‘public 
relations over public service.” 

With typical Truman. blunt- 
ness, the 77-year-old Missouri 
Democrat wound up his partisan 
speech by declaring: “If ‘you 
elect another Republican Presi- 
tient in 1964, it will be your own 
damn fault, and you wi 
what you deserve.”’

‘the Ku Klux without the night 
shirts.”” He declared he had 
fought the Ku Klux Klan at the 
height of its power, and “I never 
had any use for them.” 

He defended the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration’s action in relieving 
Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker of 
his command in connection with 
a troop indoctrination program 
in Germany.

THEORY ON ALLERGY 


AS SCLEROSIS CAUSE

The possibility that multiple 
sclerosis may be caused by 
allergic reactions of the nervous 
system is one of the promising 
theories being explored, two 
neurologists told members of the 
St. Louis area chapter of the 
National Multiple Sclerosis So- 
cipty last night. 

Dr. Helmet Bauer, ‘professor 
of neurology at the University 
of Hamburg School of Medicine, 
and Dr. Louis Tureen, professor 
of clinical neurology at St. Louis 
University’s School of Medicine, 
described multiple sclerosis re- 
search. efforts throughout the 
world at the chapter’s annual 
meeting at the Clayton Commu- 
nity Center, 2 Mark Twain Circle.

new laboratory techniques are 
being applied to the theory that 
reactions of nervous tissue to 
some substance in the blood lead 
to multiple sclerosis, the doctors 
said. Multiple sclerosis is a pro- 
gressive, disabling disease in 
which damage caused to myelin, 
a substance sheathing nerves, 
may produce spastic paralysis, 
double vision and 
other disturbances. 
Still Speculative. 

The neurologists pointed out 
that the neuro-allergic approach 
is still speculative. Other possi- 
bilities are that the disease may 
be caused by a micro-organism 
or metabolic or circulatory dis- 
turbances; they said, 

Dr. Bauer, a visiting instructor 
at St. Louis University, said it 
would be premature to attempt 
to produce a vaccine for multiple 
sclerosis until more is known 
about the cause of the disease 

If the disease is not caused by 
a specific virus but by a neuro- 


a vacgine would be useless. Both 
doctgrs agreed that none of the 
numerous new drugs appears to 
achieve any genuine victories 
over the disease. 

More Common in North, 

Multiple sclerosis is much more 
common in northern than in 
southern climates, Dr. Tureen 
said. Its incidence is about twice 
as high in Winnipeg, Canada, 
than in Charleston, S.C., he said. 
In some countries, he = said, 
studies have shown high inci- 
dence in cold mountain regions 
and lower incidence in warmer 
low lands.

On the basis of independent in- 
formation, United States officials 
at the Pentagon and State De- 
partment are said to agree with 
the Times report and to doubt 
the presence of Communist bases 
on Cambodian territory. 


Thailand to Discuss Red Threat 
With United States. 
BANGKOK, Dec. 1 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Sarit Thanarat said today 
Thailand would begin talks with 
the United States soon on the 
Communist threat in Southeast 

Asia. 

Presumably the Thais will 
press the Americans to make 
greater efforts to stop the Reds, 
particularly in South Viet Nam 

The United States embassy 
said Sarit had not approached it 
for talks, but diplomats said any 
such request would be granted 
immediately. 

Sarit said the talks ‘‘may con- 
sider how to co-operate with the 
South Viet Namese government 
on ways to combat the Commu- 
nists.”’ 

Meanwhile, Thai and the Unit 
ed States officials are discussing 
a $50,000,000 United States grant 
to increase Thailand’s highly 
trained 85,000-man army. Defense 
Minister Thanom  Kittikachorn 
said the negotiations might con- 
tinue into 1962.

to two years in the Maryland 
house of correction. 

Spurrier, winner of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor and 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
was convicted on a deadly weap- 
on charge several weeks ago by 
a Baltimore criminal court jury. 

He was acquitted on charges 
of robbery and assault with in- 
tent to kill. The charges re- 
sulted from a_ shooting last 
Sept. 5 after Spurrier and a 
friend had quarreled when 
drinking. Witnesses told the 
court the dispute was over a 
proposed trip to Virginia for 
bootleg whisky. 

A former staff sergeant with 
the Thirty-sixth Army Division, 
Spurrier was awarded the Medal 
of Honor in 1945 for single- 
handedly liberating the French 
town of Achain. He was cred- 
ited with killing 25 Germans 
and capturing 16. |

Factionalism in the Suburbs 

Kirkwood has followed Florissant and Fer- 

guson in providing convincing laboratory 
demonstrations of the pernicious effects of 
factionalism-on—suburban affairs. Each of 
these communities has been a battleground 
for control of City Hall. And in each case 
the “outs” have extended the struggle for of- 
fice into a fight against bond issues or other 
proposals of the “ins,” with little regard to 
the merits of the issues involved 

Opposition for opposition’s sake, of which 

there certainly is plenty in Kirkwood, breeds 
municipal stagnation; that in-turn tends to 
depress property values. For example, one 
of the Kirkwood bond issue proposals was for 
parks and recreation.” “No” was no answer 
for a city of 30,000 which has only two mu- 
nicipal hard-ball fields and only a third the 
recreation-space it should have. In the long 
run the whole community, including the 
school district, will suffer’from public de- 
cisions of this kind. 

Are Kirkwood, Florissant and Ferguson so 
well equipped with public facilities that they 
can stand pat with what they have? We are 
inclined to doubt it. But bond issues require 
two-thirds favorable majorities, so borrowing 
proposals must have the widest possible back- 
ng if they are to have any chance of ap- 
proval. Can reasonable leaders of the vari- 
ous factions get together in these communi- 
ties and agree on a program of necessary 
public investment that all groups can sup- 
nort? Surely there are some needs that call 
for a moratorium on factionalism. 


A Leak at High Level 

The sudden and unexpected popping up 
of that old and prickly question of what to 
do and how far to go in modernizing and 
tightening the command of the nation’s mili- 
tary forces can be expected to bring forth 
more than the usual quota of péjoratives in 
the Pentagon. The’ usual consternation is 
heightened this time by a leak at high level 
which disclosed -part of a top secret report 
made by a committee headed by Air Force 
Gen. Earle E. Partridge. 

The study, made tor Defense Secretary 
McNamara, is reported to recommend that 
a supreme commander be established over 
all combat forces of the United States. At 
present these combat forces are assigned 
to eight unified commands. They are com- 
manded by the Defense Secretary through 
. the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The Army, Navy 
and Air Force exercise no command over 
these unified forces but train and supply 
them. If the reported Partridge Committee 
recommendation is accepted, the JCS could 
become little more than a thinking and ad: 
visory group for the President and the De- 
fense Secretary. From this shift it could be 
only a short step to the single chief of staff 
concept. 

The single chief concept is highly de- 
batable. It could not be employed without 
Congressional authorization. Although Con- 
gress always has shown readihess to knock 
down. ahy such move, opponents of change 
often go to great lengths to drag the single- 
chief bugaboo out of the closet 

Thus far in the Kennedy Administration 
the Jeaven of civilian thinking in the de- 
velogment of military policy and plangjng 


has played a major part in reforms and 
improvements. The action taken in the past 
year has been in line with the Democratic 
platform which asserted that “a first order 
of business will be a complete re-examina- 
tion of the organization of our armed forces.” 
There is still far too much evidence of harm- 
ful service rivalries, of parochial thinking 
and of complex channels of authority. 

Vested interests and doubters in the Penta- 
gon should be kept in check at east until 
Mr. McNamara has a chance to indicate how 
the Partridge report could be utilized in 
reshaping the military forces to present day 
needs, 


The Russian in the Street 


On the whole, the Russian man in the 
street reacted favorably to President Ken- 
nedy’s interview with Izvestia. That is the 
news from Harrison E. Salisbury, one of the 
most competent American reporters in Mos- 
cow, and it is good news. For while the re- 
action of the man in the Kremlin remains 
veiled, it is bound to be colored to some 
extent by popular opinion. ‘ 

Diplomacy may be the art of statesmen 
rather than people speaking to people, yet it 
is likely to be fruitful to the extent that na- 
tion understands nation. And the Russian 
pausing on a snowy day before a bulletin 
board to read the interview understood the, 
President when he spoke of his brother dead 
in the war. He felt then that a typical Amer- 
ican is no more eager for war than is a 
typical Russian. 

Officialdom is reserved—especially Soviet 
officialdom—yet this interview could have 
been sought and published only with official 
approbation. The Kremlin wanted it to be 
read and to be heard by radio. As one Rus- 


sian woman said of the interview. “This is- 


very reassuring.” 

There has been a gain in understanding. 
Izvestia called it “‘a positive moment in So- 
viet-American relations.” It remains to be 
seen whether the statesmen capitalize the 
moment. 


Park Instead of Monument 

It would seem to make no great differ- 
ence ‘whether the Ozark rivers and their 
banks are safeguarded as a national monu- 
ment or a national park. Yet Interior Secre- 
tary Udall, when he inspected the area last 
September, implied that the ohjectives of 


‘pending legislation would be more certainly 


achieved by the creation of a national park 
rather than a monument. Representative 
Ichord now proposes to make the change. 

What is really important is that the area 
be placed in charge of the National Park 
Service so that it may be kept as nearly as 
possible in its natural state despite the pres- 
sure of an increasing number of visitors. The 
banks of these beautiful, spring-fed, fast- 
running streams must be preserved from the 
private exploitation which could turn them 
into a neon-lighted monstrosity of. honky- 
tonks and empty beer cans. 

A small but articulate group, seemingly 
more representative of urban St. Louis than 
of the rural Ozarks, would put the rivers in 
charge of the Forest Service. But the func- 
tions of the Forest Service do not make it 
an appropriate agency. So Representative 
Ichord and Senators Symington and Long, 
in accord with the considered judgment of 
the state government, should be able to 
bring them under the protective control of 
the National Park Service. 


Questions for Critics 

Vice President Johnson has asked a healthy 
question of Administration critics who de- 
mand total victory in the cold war. He called 
upon them to say frankly whether “they 
mean we should declare war against the So- 
viet Union.” Mr. Johnson did not mention 
names in a speech at Philadelphia, but he 
undoubtedly referred to Republican Senator 
Goldwater of Arizona, who has urged Presi- 
dent Kennedy to make victory the objective 
of American policy. 

Mr. Johnson, who knows what he is talking 
about, rightly said that neither the Kennedy 
Administration nor any preceding Admin- 
istration has been committed to defeat. But 
there are no simple solutions to the world’s 
problems, he pointed out, asserting that per- 
sons who “insist on simple solutions are just 
seeking to abandon the struggle.” 

Those who demand total victory find it 
easier to make a case because they are not 
responsible for the consequences of the poli- 
cies they propose. As Mr. Kennedy told a 
Texas publisher recently, he was elected to 
safeguard the interests of 180,000,000 Ameri- 
cans; he is responsible for them and to them. 
Therefore he is limited in what he can pro- 
pose by the effect the policies are likely to 
have. 

Any Administration, Republican or Demo- 

cratic, can benefit by constructive criticism. 
sut the difference between responsible and 
irresponsible opposition is the difference be- 
tween advocating a policy thought out to its 
logical conclusion and urging a policy which 
sounds good as far as it goes but which stops 
short of examining the consequences. 


Preparing the, Prosecution 

The Senate Armed Services Committee last 
September voted for a “study” of Pentagon 
censorship of political activities by military 
men, but What seems to be shaping up for 
the hearings in January is a case of Senator 
Thurmond, prosecutor, versus the Defense 
Department, defendant. 

Senator Thurmond demanded the hearings 
because of his sympathy with Gen. Walker 
and other officers involved in ultra-conserva- 
tive causes. Then the South Carolinian added 
Gunther Hartel, a retired officer of similar 
persuasion, to the Preparedness subcommit- 
tee staff. Now Senator Thurmond has turned 
to Roger Robb, a Washington attorney, as an 
unpaid consultant for his intended prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Robb is well fitted for this; as 
special counsel to a special security board, he 
harried Dr. Robert Oppenheimer. The board 
reached a split opinion that the distinguished 
scientist was loyal but indiscreet. 

Despite Senator Thurmond’s obvious inten- 
tions, however, the fact remains that he is 
an addition to the Preparedness subcommit- 
tee for this one study, and the regular mem- 
bers are qualified to provide a competent 
court. They are Chairman Stennis of Mis- 
sissippi, and Senators Symington, Jackson, 
Bartlett, Saltonstall and Smith. It is their 
duty,to obtain the facts on civilian control 
of the military in politics, and not to allow a 
free forum for extremist propagafida. iJ

Hurt Minor Clubs

seemed to be in agreement today that a proposed rule to halt 
huge bonus payments would not solve their problems. 


E. J. (Buzzy) Bavasi, general 
manager of the Los Angeles 
’ Dodgers, summed it up for the 
major leagues when he said: 
“This new rule is going to 
hurt the minor leagues and the 
veteran. baseball players trying 
to hold on in the majors,” he 
said. ‘Besides, it has some 
teeth in it and the record will 
show that baseball doesn’t stay 
very long with a rule that has 
teeth in it.’ 


Texas League Has Hope. 

For the minors, Dick Butler, 
president of the Texas League, 
saw the new rule as ‘‘a hope for 
the future.”’ 


“It’s not a cure-all, but I hon- 
estly believe we are on the right 
track,’’ he said. 

He did not agree with Bavasi 
that the new legislation, which 
still must be adopted by the 
majors, will hurt the minors, 

Bavasi looked at it this way: 

“A major league club used to 
sign each year about 10 players 
at $10,000 each. They can’t af- 
ford to do that any more. Now 
each club will sign one bonus 
player say at $100,000. So, in- 
stead of sending 10 players down 
to the minors for development, 
each major league club will send 
down only one. 

“And say we farm: our own 
“bonus player. out to Paducah. 
Me counts against our active’ 


player list of 25 so we will have 
to play with only 24 players. 
That means some veteran trying 
to hang on will have to go.”’ 

But Butler figured the minors 
would get that veteran. 

“We may not get as many 
bonus players, but we still will 
get enough to go along,” he 
said. ‘‘Don’t tell me that the 
major league clubs will not 
gamble $15,000 to $20,000 on good- 
looking kids. They've done it 
before and they'll do it again.” 

There was general agreement 
that there stil will be lavish 
bonus payments — the major 
leagues clubs spent more than 
$8,000,000 this year — but there 
will be fewer big bonuses. 

Under the new rule adopted by 
the minor leagues in the clos- 


ing sesion of their convention | 


in Tampa yesterday — any play-| 
er signed for more than an 
$8000 bonus must count against 
the club’s active player list, 
even if farmed to the minors. 
And if he doesn’t show enough 
promise to be called backup, 
he is subject to waivers at $8000 
and those waivers cannot be 
withdrawn.

Yugoslavia has a Communist | 


government which Washington 
accepts and even helps, with or 
without free elections,. because 
it is not trying to export its 
Communism or allying itself 
with Moscow or Peiping to de- 
Stroy the independence of other 
nations. But Yugoslavia is ex- 
ceptional in this respect. 

It is not impossible, for .ex- 
ample, that Cuba might one day 
go Communist after an election. 
In that event, an American 
President might accept it, but 
only if it practiced Communism 
as an internal system, and did 
not try to export it, as Castro is 
doing, in an attempt to subvert 


other countries against the in- | 
\terests of the United States and 


in favor of the interests of in- 
ternational Communism. 
The President did 


say to 


that, even if. a country chose 
Communism in a free election, 
it should have-the opportunity 
to make another choice in an- 
Other free election later on. 
Nevertheless, his statement as it 
Stands is subject to misinterpre- 
tation and it can be taken for 
granted that the Communists 
will misinterpret it. 

THESE IMPRECISIONS are 
not surprising. In so long a 
conversation on so many deli- 
cate issues with a trained dia- 
lectitian like Adzhubei, it is sur- 
prising that there were not 
more.

‘Second Home 
Likely to 
Pay Own Way 


By 1970, ownership of a second 
home may be almost as common 
@s a second car, a second bath- 
room, Or a second TV set. But 
it will be a home that pays its 
own way. 

In a recently concluded analy- 
sis of sales made between 1950 
and 1960, Previews, Inc., the In- 
ternational Real Estate Clearing 
House, noted a sharp rise in the 
sale of small farms ranging 
from $18,000 to $40,000. Pre- 
views, which works through a 
network of more than 20,000 
brokers, conducted the survey 
through their nine United States 
offices. They found that a very 
large number of these sales 
were second home purchases by 
young couples in the middle in- 
come brackets. 

‘““Wev’e come to call these cus- 
tomers our ‘week-end farmers’. 
City dweller and suburbanite 
alike have - unleashed | their 
dream of a second home far be- 
yond the horizons of a lakeside 
cottage or a mountain retreat,”’ 
observed Robert T. Furman Jr., 
president of Previews Inc. ‘“‘They 
want this second home to be an 
investment and a paying propo- 
sition. 

Eye on Short Week. 

Further analysis of the past 
decade’s second home buyers re- 
vealed that many an American 
already has his eye on the four- 
day work week predicted by 
labor experts to be a fact of life 
by 1970. 

A $37,500 private island in the 
Bahamas was the choice in 1953 
for a joint investment by eight 
Philadelphia couples. Each cou- 
ple spent their annual vacation 
and some long holiday week- 
ends erecting living quarters and 
nursing a potential sugar crop 
on the 86 acre domain. By 1960, 
it was a rare week-end when jet 
travel did not bring more than 
one of the eight owners and fam- 
{ly to the island to supervise the 
sugar crop. 

Night courses in motel-hotel 
management are available in 
many major cities and enrolled 
@re more than a few family men 
who look forward to ownership 
of a hostelry as their second 
home. Previews cited the exam- 
ple of the 1956 purchase of a 
Stowe, Vermont farmhouse by a 
New York skiing enthusiast. 
Weary of scrambling for accom- 
modations amid the expanding 
numbers of week-end ski enthu- 
siasts, the New Yorker took a 
course in hotel management, 
bought the rambling farm house 
and now operates it as a 26-bed 
lodge. And, the apple crop gives 
his income a boost in the sum- 
mer season. 


Want to Expand. 

‘We're real estate men, not 
psychologists, but it is evident 
that the automatic dish-washer, 
the power mower, and shorter 
working hours are having their 
influence on the second-home 
buyer,”’ said Furman. ‘‘More 
and more buyers aren’t content 
with puttering in the garden or 
a round of golf. They want to 
expend energy and their increas- 
ing leisure time in making the 
week-end a paying investment.” 

Owning a second home over- 
seas used to be a privilege 
reserved for the movie star or 
millionaire. But, today Previews 
find that there are more and 
more buyers for moderately 
priced villag in the suburbs of 
Paris, Rome, or even Rio de 
Janeiro. The lower cost of living 
overseas, the cultural lure of 
such a vacation retreat, plus the 
prospect of a rental income from 
the ever-increasing number of 
Americans sojourning abroad for 
an extended holiday, work, or 
study, provides real appeal for 
overseas home ownership among 
the middle income groups. 

Just as jet travel has spurred 
holiday travel to faraway places 
during the last ten years, the 
prospect of the four-day week 
seems to be having an effect on 
second home buyers. Previews 
reports that approximately one 
out of seven customers entering 
their offices now wants informa- 
tion about, moderately priced 
properties with an income po- 
tential, and often as not they 
pay Previews a visit as a part 
of their vacation planning. 

“Less than 20 years ago, a 
real estate office was the last 
place a vacation-bound man 
would stop for information,” 
concluded Furman, “but many 
a tourist today is using his 
holiday as a shopping tour for 
tomorrow's week-end home.”

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Check Into 
Closing Cost 
When Buying

WASHINGTON (UPI) — What 
does it cost to buy a house? 
The price that’s listed? No. 

The price plus interest on the 
mortgage? Closer. 

Price plus interest plus clos- 
ing costs? That's more like it. 

How much are closing costs? 
What are they? 

The amount varies. Approxi- 
mately $200 appears to be a 
typical sum. But it may be low- 
er or higher, depending on 
money market conditions and 
other factors. 

A good rule to remember is 
this: Check carefully into clos- 
ing costs before signing to buy, 
They may exceed your budget, 
forcing you to forfeit your de- 
posit or to obtain costly sec- 
ondary financing. 

Closing costs, paid by the 
buyer, are expenses of getting 
a loan, title search and insur- 
ance and transfer of ownership, 
These are general categories, 
Often they have sub-categories, 
each with a price tag. Depend- 
ing on local practice and state 
law, the sub-categories have 
different names. 

Most commonly they are, or 
are similar to, the following: 

Title search or examination — 
a title company digs into mu- 
nicipal or county records and 
other sources to see if the seller 
has free and clear title to the 
house. It may find, for ex- 
ample, that the city has slapped 
a lien on the property for non- 
payment of property or water 
taxes 

If the lien has not been satis- 
fied when you become owner 
then paying it is your headache, 
Title search fees vary. They 
may run as high as $100 or more, 

litle insurance protection 
against future challenges to your 
ownership. Ask if the insurance 
protects you, the owner, as well 
as the lender. Insurance, say 
the companies who sell it, is de- 
sirable because title search can- 
not guard against all possibili- 
ties. For example, missing heirs 
may turn up, or wife of the 
former owner nobody knew 
about who claims dower rights. 

A New York state legislative 
committee found, according to 
House & Home magazine, that 
some title companies pay the at- 
torney or lender recommending 
their services a percentage of 
the insurance premium. Some- 
times the attorney or lender re- 
bates the money to the buyer. 

Appraisal fee and credit re- 
port—the lender invariably in- 
sists on an independent assess- 
ment of the house’s value and 
the buyer's ability to pay the 
proposed mortgage. On VA and 
FHA loans the appraisal fee is 
$20 or $25. Conventional loan ap- 
praisal may run up to $100. 

Origination fee—charged by 
the lender to cover the cost of 
making the loan. These charges 
usually run about 1 per cent of 
the loan. They may be the lend- 
er’s way of raising his return 
on the loan through a disguised 
discount. FHA and VA prohibit 
the buyer's paying discounts but 
permit origination fees up to 1 
per cent. 

Placement fee—paid to a bro- 
ker or other person who secures 
loan money for the buyer. Some- 
times the placement fee is 
charged to the builder or seller. 
Then, it probably is added to the 
price of the house—a hidden 
cost. Like originat.on fees, 
placement charges tend to be 
more common, and larger, when 
mortgage money is tight. 

Prepayment of real estate or 
other taxes—strictly speaking 
this is not a closing cost since 
the taxes would have to be paid 
anyway. But on top of every- 
thing else this payment can be 
especially ‘burdensome. More- 
over, the buyer loses the inter- 
est the money could earn until 
the taxes are due. 

Other expenses are mortgage 
recording fee, notary’s fee, rev- 
enue stamps, lawyer’s fee and 
real estate broker’s Commission. 

FHA and VA spokesmen say 
there has been no recent ine 
crease in closing costs. But the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
found that that on purchase of 
new houses with conventional 
loans, fees charged by savings 
and loan associations jumped 
from 0.99 per cent in September 
to 1.23 per cent in October.

Chronic Hospital buildings are

circuit court 
yesterday 

The finding clashed with the 
report of a previous grand jury 
in September that the institution 
at 5800 Arsenal street was in 
such a state of deterioration that 
‘one single match could destroy 
this building and take the lives 
of the patients housed there. It 
would be a miracle if one were 
to escape.”’ 

The new grand jury report 
said the hospital was safe and 
well run. Its most severe crit- 
icism was that the ‘‘A’’ ‘‘B”’ * 
“C"’ divisions. which house the 
more serious cases, needs thor- 
ough cleaning and painting 

The jury said also that putting 
into effect a comprehensive pro- 
gram of medical care for the 
aged should be expedited. 

The jury reached its conclu- 
gions after a visit to Chronic 
Hospital last month in which, it 
said, particular attention was 
paid to fire protection because 
of the previous grand jury’s re- 
port and recommendation that a 
future jury make a detailed in- 
vestigation. 

It summoned Fire Marshal 
William Trantina for professional 
testimony. Trantina testified that 
*‘Chronic Hospital is structurally 
sound. All walls are masonry 
and floors concrete. The build- 
ing is rated 95 per cent fire re- 
sistant. . . . The buildings have 
a sprinkler system throughout as 
well as an alarm and communi- 
cations system which enables 
the staff to immediately isolate 
any fire.’’ 

W. R. Orthwein Jr., a vice 
president of McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., was foreman of the jury.

“Too many people talking 
about homes for the aged are 
primarily concerned with shel- 
ter,” Kassabaum said. ‘“‘It’s 
becoming’ more and more my 
conviction that groups interested 
in this problem—church groups, 
labor unions, fraternal and serv- 
ice organizations—should accept 
the obligation of providing more 
than shelter. They must provide 
care, as well. 

“This is an unpopular thing 
to say because when you provide 
care you’re getting into hospi- 
tals, nurses, added expenditures. 
And yet to provide a home for 
the aged and to tell the older 
person, ‘You should leave your 
familiar surroundings to move 
in here but if you need care 
you'll have to move again,’ 
doesn’t solve the problem.” 

Some homes for the aged, such 
as the Good Samaritan Home, 
5200 South Broadway, designed 
by the firm of Hellmuth, Obata 
and Kassabaum, do provide care 
as well as shelter.

“This isn’t true. All old people 
aren't sick people. Only 3% to 4 
per cent need care; 96 per cent 
are capable of taking care of 
themselves. Older people can 
lead normal lives and shouldn't 
be put on the shelf.’’ 

The best home for the older 
person, he thinks is his own 
home, provided that: 

1. It’s in a suitable neigh- 
borhood, not deteriorating. 

2. It doesn’t have a lot of 
high steps and high shelves. 

3. The older person is able 
to maintain it, physically and 
economically. 

Often, the ‘older person must 
face a change in residence. 


“The time to think abote mov- 
ing to another house is just after 
the children have left for col- 
lege,’”” Kassabaum says. ‘‘But 
few people do this. For the first 
time in their lives they have 
more space than they need and 
this is a luxury. The husband 
may be at the peak of his in- 
come. Yet this is the time that 
they could make new friends, re- 
model a house, and moving 
wouldn’t be the frightening thing 
it later becomes.”

Another flaw in today’s situ- 
ation is that the older person 
who might want to buy a smaller 
house in a new subdivision finds 
the subdivision geared entirely 
to homes for growing young 
families. Kassabaum is of the 
opinion that subdivisions should 
have a certain number of homes 


—perhaps one out of seven in 
proportion to the percentage of 
older people—built especially for 
elderly couples. 

Retirement villages, in which 
old people are segregated, are 
all right, Kassabaum thinks, pro- 
vided they are directly related 
to a community where there are 
churches, hospitals, social and 
civic groups. But he considers 
the mixed community more sat- 
isfactory. 

“If each subdivision would 
set aside a certain area where 
smaller homes for the elderly 
could be built—perhaps sur- 
rounded by a parkway for 
greater privacy—they would be 
filling a great need. The older 
people would have an oppor- 
tunity for part-time employ- 
ment and the youngsters could 
help by cutting their grass. 
Too many subdivisions have 
zoning restrictions which pro- 
hibit mixing houses of various 
sizes but these could be re- 
moved.” 

Governments, federal, state 
and local are taking an increased 
interest in housing for the aged. 

“The White House Conference 
for the Aged took place in Janu- 
ary,’’ Kassabaum said, ‘‘and we 
have been hopeful of establishing 
a Missouri Commission for the 
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“BROKEN ARROW 
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Aging. So far little has been 
done on this although groups are 
working on it. 

“The Government is encourag- 
ing building and will continue to 
do so. If the builders don’t step 
in and provide the answer to 
housing for the aged, the Gov- 
ernment may have to take over 
with federal housing and all the 
other ‘welfare state’ projects 
the builders deplore.

Looking Through a Window on Third Stree 


Thomas Law Book Co. Retains Flavor of the Past in 
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209 North Third street has resisted demolition and other 
forms of progress but now the |03-year-old building's days 
are numbered.

OCCASIONALLY I WALK along Third street to check the 


work on 


the riverfront and be 


reassured a bulldozer has not 


made a wrong turn and added the Old Cathedral to the rubble 


heaps. I also like to look at the Thomas Law Book Co., 


at 209 


North Third, because the building has fared better, than most in 


that section; it is still standing. 

The Thomas Law Book Co. is 
old-fashioned from the outside. 
The building was put up in 1858. 
There is a look about it of 
patient wonder where all the 
horses and buggies went. I have 
stood on the sidewalk and 
peered through the windows be- 
cause the office has the only 
view of roll-top desks and a 
clerk’s counter with a high stool 
that I know of. 

I stared in, but nobody ever 
stared back, and the mystery 
had to end. I went into the 
Thomas Law Book Co. the other 
day to ask the ghosts what 
went on 

A man rose into view prompt- 
ly, from’ behind a roll-top desk. 
Those desks must have been put 
in for privacy, against curious 
people on the street. The man 
came forward and introduced 
himself: H. H. Bollenbach, presi- 
dent of the firm. He said the 
only mystery about his firm is 
that it still does business from a 
building at 209 North Third. 

The building sits squarely 
where the visionaries see the 
Mansion House apartments ris- 
ing.

must move, and Bollenbach says

Is it true that camels were 
imported by the United States? 

A.A vessel known as the 
“Supply”. sailed from Smyrna, 
Turkey, to the United States 105 
years. ago, with 33 camels on 
board. That was the first time 
these beasts were imported for 
use on American deserts. Other 
camels were imported during the 
years that followed. 


The camels were employed in 
carrying ore from mines (espe- 
cially. the Comstock mines) to 
cities. After a time, the owners 
decided they could do better 
with mules, burros or other com- 
mun livestock. The eamels were 
set loose, and were observed 
wandering around Arizona and 
Nevada. The last of the south- 
western ‘‘wild’’ camels was re- 
ported shot by Indians 62 years 
ago.
